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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues Yamazaki et al. do not disclose a 
mixed film containing fluoroplastic and metallic oxide. However, Song discloses a fluoro layer protects the EL device and Kitamura 
discloses mixing metallic oxide into fluoroplastic layer. Kitamura provide a motivation that a metallic oxide and fluorplastic mixed layer is 
an excellent water repellence with excellent transparency. Therefore, the combination of Yamazaki, Song and Kitamura is proper.. 
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
